' ifif Becaofe, as we conceive, the keeping an Army 
of regular Troops in this Kingdom, ander Martial- Law, 
jConBSwg of a greater Number than what we take to be 
fiecefiary for the Guard of the Kiog*s Pfcrfon and Defence 
of the Government, is of the mod dangerous Confequence 
to- the Conftitution of this Kingdom, and, in our Opi- 
mon, 0iay bring on a total Alteration of^the Frame of 
our Government from a legal and limited Monarchy to 
a defpodck ; and we are induced to be of this Judgment, 
as well from the Nature of Armies and the Inconfiftency

\fi, Becaafe the Exigence of Affairs in times paft, or 
Comphufimce of former Parliaments, have for feveral 
Years occafioned the keeping up a coniiderabie Body of 
Land Forces in this Kingdom 1 and as various Evcntf 
nay happen to oblige future Parliaments to purfue thf 
fame Meafures, which nothing but the utmoft Neceffit; 
can jattfy, they being repugnant to the Nature of 01 
Ooaftitution, and dangerous to the Liberties of a fr< 
Faqpie 1 and as the whole DiTpofition of the (aid Fore 
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is abfolotely in the Crown, we cannot belt think it high- 
ly neafonable, when fo great an Inavafe of Power and 
loflaencey which was formerly occaiional and rare, 
comet to be annually vefted, and conilantly exerciied by 
tUt Crown, that fome iuch Limitations as propofed by^

It may not only prove 
the Security, but the Caufe of a Sole Miniftcr, Secrecy, 
being undoubtedly beft obferved by one ; and fuch a

And, as for 
any great Embarkation, it can neither be made on a

advantageous and agreeable to thofe Powers themfelves, 
that we fhould furniftj our Quota's in Money, with 
which they may raifea greater Number df Men than wc 
are obliged to fupply.

And we think, that at a Time when 
the Public Expence is fo very confiderable, the ftri£le/l 
Oeconomy is requifite, the better to enable a burdened 
and indebted Nation to continue thofe Expences, that 
may be more necelTiiry to be borne, than eafy to be 
fupply'd. And, as to the Advantage of the Service, 
the Fa£ls plaihly proved in the Debate, together with 
the Pradlice of mod other Nations in Europe^ and, in 
parttctxhr, of his Maj efty's EleAoral Dominions, con- 
vince us, that if this Augmentation was made by additi- 
onal Men to Companies, with a proper Increafe of Ser- 
jeants and Corporals, the Military Service, at leaft, 
for which alone it ought to be intended, would be bet-- 
ter carried on than by the Methods now to be pur- 
fued. . - 

^ihlj^ Becaufe Arguments drawn from the Ufage of 
Francf, we conceive, do not hold with relation to 1I5, 
it being well known, that the Expence of 150,000 
French Troops do not amount to more than 500,000 
Eaglifii that their Government, tho* once limitted, if 
iDow abfolutQ and Military. That the Poverty of their 
fittmerdaafNobiUtyfbrces them into the Army, where 
th^ Qb\xn is glaxi to engage and ki^p them in'Depefa- 
daiice ; and that no J>anger can airife to that Conflxt'u- 
ti6n from the Civil Induence, which* may attend fuch 
Mfi Eftablifhment, their Parliameiit being only nominat- 
ed by the Crowfi; and long^nee* reduced; by Minille- 
rial Arts, from (heir original Power and Dignity, to be 
«xiO more thap Courts of Jullice and Revenue. 

''j|'/^?^,.-Eicaure we apprehend that this Method of 
'Abjjlho^^arion by hew Corps, may be attended with 
X?oil(cqaences f^taj in Thne of our Conftitution, by in- 
creafing the Number of Commiffions which may be 
difpofedof with Regard to parliamentary Influence only. 
And when we look back upon the Conduft of the Ad- 
fniniilration, in relation to military Affairs, we have 
hvii too fizuch RezfoB to Aifpedt, that parliamentary 

■''•' U 4 C^^Skr 
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Coniideration have of late been the principal Caufes of 
Favour and Difgrace. We have lately too, feen new 
raifed, raw, and uadifciplined Regiments fent abroad 
upon the mofl important Services^ and others, feeming- 
]y much fitter for fuch Services, peaceably encamped 
at home, for no other Reafon, as is generally fuppofed, 
than the different Situation of the refpeflive Officers of 
the feveral Corps : But this, at leaft, is certain, that in 
all the new raifed Regiments fent to jfmerica, there is 
but one fingle MemberofParliament which could hard- 
ly have been the Cafe of any equal Number of Regi- 
ments in the whole Service. And what further Induces 
us to entertain thofe Sufpicions is, that this Method of 
Augmentation, by one Third the moil Expenfive, and 
by no Means proved to be the moft conducive to tht 
Service, fhould be preferred at this Time, when an Oe- 
conomy proponionM to the Greatnefs of our Expences, 
feeros particularly rtquifite ; iince the War, by our In- 
adion hitherto, and the Advantages thereby given to 
the £nemy, may now probably be of long Duration, if 
not of doubtful Succefs. Our Diftruft of the Motives of 
this Augmeatation, which creates at once 370 Officers, 
ivhich by the Removals in the Ariny may occafibn three 
I'imes that Number of new Commiffions, ought to be 
the greater, and our Care to prevent the ill Effeds of it 
the more vigilant, fo near the EleAion of a new Parli- 
ament ; a Crifis, when any Increafeof Infloence gained 
to a Miniiler, may give a decifive and incurable Wound 
to this Conftitution. And we cannot forget that an 
Augmentation of 8040 Men was likewife made the ve- 
ry Year of the EleAions of the prefent Parliament, by 
bringing over eight Regiments from Ireland, and by ad- 
ditional Men to Corps in Britain, which Time has 
iince (hewn were never intended for foreign Service, 
though they were faid to be deiigned for thp Prefenmti- 
on of the Dominions of the Houfe of Auftrim^ which 
we then lay.under the fame Engagements both of Inte- 
reft and Treaties to defend. The Number of Officen 
in Parliament has gradually increafed, and is now more 
coniiderable than ever ; and though we think the Gen- 
tlemen of the Army aslitde liable to undue Influence as 
any other Body of Men, yet we think it would be very 

impnt* 
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impradent to traft the very FandameBtals of our Con- 
ftitution, the Independency of Parliaments, to the un- 
certain EIFeds of Minifterial Favour or Refentment. 
And as it is well known that the four eldeft OiEcers of 
the Army, (the only Officers who have ferved in any 
high Rank abroad) are now difplaced, without any 
Crime having ever been alledged againll them, we have 
great Caufe to dread, that an Army thus circumftanced, 
and thus influenced, would, in each Capacity, be fatal 
to our Liberties, fince Minifterial Art in Parliaments 
can alone deflroy the Eflence of our Conftitntion^ a&d 
open Violence alone, the Forms of it.

ther. The repeated Application of the Merchants^ 
both to the. Crown and to Parliament, for Reparation 
for the pail Loflfes, and future Security for their Trade, 
the nniverfal Cries of the Nation upon their in faked 
Honour and violatied Rights, the feveral Addreffes of 
Parliament to the Crown, and the gracious Anfwers 
and AlTurandes given by the Crown in Return, feenied 
all to promife a jaU (and at that Time eafy) Vengeance

Demand was never made in Form till July \ 739, which 
ivas after the Convention was broke by the Non-Pay-

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May, and though wt are far from afTerting the Contents ' 
of fuch Papen to be true, yet, as they cannot bat raife

■Jjhly^ Becaufe we are perfuaded, that the vad Sums 
of Money, granted on different Heads for Sea-Service, 
cannot poffibly have been faithfully. ;ipp1ied ; there hav- 
ing been ns much Money granted by Parliiment in the 
lafliit or feven Years, upon thefcveral Heads applicable 
to the repairing and rebuilding our Ships, as would have 
been fumcient to rebuild the whole I'^Iect of Britain 
from the Keels of the Ships, and hav^c put them tho- 
roughly e^uippM to Sea : And yet it is moft notorionfly 
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ft-ue, that, fince this War b^gan, a very great Number 
of Ships have appeared to be in the worft Condition for 
Sea-Scrvkc that ever chey were known to h^ in the Me- 
mory of Man, and many of them fcarccly fit for Sfit' 
head Expeditions ; Ships having failed out of the River 
deftin'd, as was pretended, for foreign Service, that 
have with Di0iculty been able to fwim into the Docks of 
"FortfmButb or Plymouthht further Repairs. 

^thly^ Becaufe we apprehend that, by the Condufl oT 
Sir Rohert WalpoU^ in relation to foreign A iFd ire during 
the Courfe of his Adminiilration, the Balance of Power 
in Europe has been delUoy'd ; the Hoiife of Bourbon has 
been aggrandized in many Inflances, p^rticuhrly by f^e 
Addition ot Lorain. The Houfe of Auftria has been 
deprefi'd by the Lofs of Part of the Duchy of Milan^ 
jand the whole Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily ; And if 
foch a Change in ihe Syftem o\ Europe^ occafioned by 
the Mifconduft e!f any Minifter whatfoever, would be 
criminal, we cannot think it the lefs fo in one who joined 
in the Profecution of the Authors of the .Treaty of 
Utrecht, upon the particular Charge of having reduced 
the Houfe of Xujlria too low, and left the Houfe of 
Bourbon too powerful.

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'jtJjIy, BecauTe the Papen upon the Table, delivered 
to this Houfe from the Commiflloners of the Cuftoms 
^q plainly 4>rovey that Sir Robert Waipcle^ by publicly 
connivine for many Years at the Trade carried on with 
this Nation from the Port of Dunkirk^ has given up the 
oth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht ^ which we cannot 
but look upon as a high Mifdemeanour, and the greater 
Crime in him, that no Man whattbeyer declared himfelf

points out this Bill, as one of its principal Securities 1 
a due Poize and Independency of the three feveral Con* 
fUtuent Parts of the fupreme legiflative Power, being re- 
quired by the Spirit of our Conflitution, and abfolutely 
necefiary to its Exiftence. If any one of thefe becomes 
dependent on the other, the Conftitution is dangeroufly 
altered : But if any two become dependent on the third, 
it is totally fubverted, and the wifefl Edablifhment that 
ever was formed of a free Government, (hrinks and de- 
generates into a Monarchial and Ariftocratical^ or De- 
mocratical Faction. We therefore think we cannot be 
(00 careful io providing againfl whatever may, at any

\ft^ Becaufe the rejcfting of this Bill, founded, as \vc 
conceive, upon Reafon and Judice, warranted by Pre- 
cedents, authorifed by Necefilty, and called for by the 
general Voice of the Nation, may appear a manifcft 
Obftrudlion to public Juilice, in the prefent great and 
important Cafe, and a mod certain Defeat of it for the 
future, in all Cafes of the like Nature. 

zdly^ Becaufe it is an uncontroverted Maxim of the 
Law of England^ That the Publick has a Right to eve- 
ry Miin's Evidence, and yet, by the fame Law, no 
Man is obliged to accufe himfelf ; and as the Accom- 
plices of Guilt are frequently the only Witnefles of it, 
we conceive, that both Prudence and Jufticc point out 
this Method of Impunity to fome, as abfolutely necef- 
fary towards difcovering the Guilt of others ; and there- 
by diffolving thofe Confederacies, which, formed by 
common Guilt, can only fubfift whilfl they are cemented 
by common Danger.

6My9 Becaufe we conceive, that the future Co-opera- 
tion of our national Troops with thefe Mercenaries has 
been renderM impradticabie, and even their Meeting; 
dangerous ; we think it, therefore, indifpenfably incum- 
bent upon us, to remove the Objedl that occafnsned the 
many Inftances 6l Partiaility, by which ' the Hanoverians 
were nnhappily diftingaiihM, and our brave Fellow- Sub- 
jeAs, the Britiftf Forces, undefervedly dlfcourag*d. The 
conflant Preference in Quarters, Forage, fe'r. we wifti no 
Occafion had been given to remember ; but we cannot 
pafs over in Silence \\xt Hanfyverian Q^zxt% having for 
ibme Days done Duty upon his Majefty at Ajchdffenburg^ 
which we look upon as the highed DiQionour to his Ma- 
jefty and this Nation, and are therefore aftoniQiM (o 
obfervean unufualj and, to every other Purpofe, ufclefs 
Proportion oi Hanover Guards -continued upon the Efli- 
maee. 

jtbJyt Becaufe we apprehend, that the Argument urgM 
in Oppofition to this Qaeftion ; namely, that the with- 
drawing thefe Sixteen Thoufand obnoxious Mercenaries, 
would be weakening our Army in Che next Campaign, 
alarm our Allies, and encourage Our Enemies, is fully 
obviated by the Methods we have mentioned above, of 
replacing them j fome, if not all of which, {notwith- 
/^anding the, to its, unaccountable Negligence of the Ad- 

mini&r&wo) are ftlll uitdcuub^y ^ta€iicable: Nor can 
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we conceive, in any Cafe, that the removing the Caufes 
of Difcord and Divifion tends to the weakening of that 
Body from whence they are removM ; and we are of O- 
pinion, that our Allies would not (whatever our Ene- 
mies might) regret the Lpfs of thefe Troops the next 
Year, which, by Experience, they found fo ufelcfs the 
laft. 

Stb/y^ Becaufe we apprehend, that the moft fatal Con* 
fequences muil enfue, ihould this Nation be once pof- 
feis'd with an Opinion, that the Difcouragements and 
Mortifications which our Fellow SubjedU (>£ the Army 
' have received abroad, were derived from any Diftrufl or 
Diflike of the Britijh Nation ; we are far from enter- 
taining any fuch Opinion, though fome Degree of foreign 
Partiality may indeed, have given Occafion to thefe Dif-. 
couragements and Mortifications ; tho* we can*t help 
afcribing them likewife to fome abje<5^ ^Flattery, and cri- 
minal Mifreprefentation, which this Partiality, blamelefs 
in itfelf, has unhappily given Occafion to ; and by which, 
in its Turn, it has been fomented. But how groundlefs 
foever fuch an Opinion, may be, it may (lill prevail, and 
the Appearances we lament, may produce the EfFeds ^e 
dread. The Motives lo that Concern, that have been 
exprefTed in this Houfe, and the loud DifLtisfadlion that 
has been exprefTed every- where elfe, are in themfelves 
of great Importance, and fuch as would deferve, even if 
they flood alone, the ferious Confideration and feafonable 
Interpofition of this Houfe. But we confefs, that they 
appea; to us flill more important, when we confider them 
relatively to Things of the fame Nature, lefs apparent, 
indeed, but equally real, and more detrimental, perhaps, 
if not moie difhonourable to this Nation. For, more 
dlfhonourable they may be thought, if a continued Prin- 
ciple of Condudl. whereby the Intcrefts of one Country 
are carried on in Subordination to thofe of another, con- 
ftitute the true and mortifying Definition of a Province. 
We will not here call to Memory any former Meafures 
of this Kind, nor recapitulate all the Inflances that might 
be given, wherein the Blood and Treafure of this Nation 
have been lavifhly employed, when no one Britlfh In- 
t^refl, and, as we conceive, fome foreign Inter eft alone 

' was 
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was ooiiceraM. Some of thefe Inftanoes were touched in 
the Debate^ moft of tbem are well known, and ad of 
thetn are at this Thne, by the Courfe of Events, mani- 
fefted to publick View. The former were long hid and 
diTguifed under political Veils, the prefent could not by 
thtir Nature be fo ; they are fuch as ftrike every one 
equally, from the higheft Officer to the common Soldier, 
and carry along ^irh them not only their own Weight, 
but the Weight of all thofe that preceded them : They 
are fuch, therefore, in our Opinions, as muft aflfedl, in 
the moft fatal Manner, both the Peace of his Majefty and 
his Royal Family, and the common Caufe, in which %ve 
are now and m^ hereafter be engaged. The prefent 
Royal Family was juftly called to the Throne of Great 
Britain^ in order to fecure to us our civil and religious 
Rights, and to remove every falfe and foreign Btafs from 
our Adminiftration : The Happinefs and Security there* 
fore, of ^both King and People, confift in the infeparable 
Union of all thefe Intere(b, with the Intereft of the 
Crown, in a juft Confidence, that thefe National Views 
were thofe of the preient Royal Family. This Nation 
has done every Thmg that could engage them to adhere 
to them ; and has given to his late and prefent Majefty, 
far greater Sums than ever were given in fimilar Circum- 
ftances, to any of their Royal Predeceflbrs. Whoever 
goes about to fever the Jntereds of the Crown, from any 
national Interefls, is Sin Enemy to both ; and every Mea* 
fure that does do, tends to deftroy both. It is to guard 
againft fuch Attempts, that oar Zeal for our King and 
Country exerts itfelf on this great Occafion, as our moft 
eameft Defire is, that his Majefty*s Throne (bould be 
eftablifh'd in the Hearts of his People ; and as we are 
ftruck with Horror at every Objed that can alienate his 
AiFedions from them, or theirs ftom him. How much 
thefe unfortunate Circum (lances have already weakened 
the natural Infiuence of Great Britain in the common 
Caufe of Europe , is but too apparent in Fad, and cculd 
not be otherwife in the Nature of Things. Great Bri- 
tain is a powerful Kingdom, and whenever (he has aded 
in her true Charader, and aimed at that great and noble 
Vkw aioce; of maintaining a fiallance between the 
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Powrers of Eurapt, for the common Intered of alt; the 
£fFe£b have been anfwerable to the Cauie, and her Influr 
enoe in Germany, favM by her Arms, and fupported by 
her Treafures in the lail Wars, was, a$ it ought to be, 
artd as it has been every where effe, fuperior. But (hould 
it ever appear, that an inferior German Principality is 
really^ and Great Britain, only mminally^ the Direftor 
and A6lor, fuch a Change in the Caufe muft neceiTarily 
produce a deplorable Difference in the Effect ; and Ha' 
novery that can neither give Strength not ConAderation 
to Great Britain, may thus dimini(h the one, and cake 
the other wholly away.

(if we may not rather infer from their Conduct, that 
they have already fecurM to themf elves that Protedion 
which their Anceflora difdainM.) After all thefe Confi- 
derations, we hold it inexcufable to concur in charging 
our poor and exhaufled Country with new and immenie 
Expences, which not only common Senfe, but Experi* 
ence has pointed out to be in this Conjudlure inefieduah 
A Corjundure in which even they, who advife his Ma« 
jefty, did not flatter us with much Hope of Succefs. 

6. Becaufe the prodigious Expences which this Nation 
.iiibins, in fupport of this Meafure, for the Hire offo- 
>eign Mercenaries, bears no Proportion betw^n us and 
our Allies; either with Regard to their and our Intereiis 
to Stipulations obferved in former Wars, or to our 
prefent Abilities, and mufl inevitajjly be (as we appre- 
hend) a growing Expence,, if the prefent Me^ures. are 
purfued..

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7. Becaufe we have feen Part of the Britifi Forces 
left ufelefs abroad, at a Time when an additional military 
Strength was thought wanting for onr domeflick De« 
fence ; and that Want fupply'd by foreign Mercenaries^ 
which alarms us greatly, from the Reflexions we cannot 
avoid making on the £ital Confequences which may be 
produced to this Country, if a Prerogative fhall be ever 
eftabliftied for bringing over into this Country foreign 
Mercenaries in Briiijb Pay, even during the fitting of 
Parliament, and without previonfly confnlting that Par- 
liament in a Matter fo new, and fo eilenttal to the Ho- 
nour, and to the Safety of the Nation. This alanps as 
the more, when we fee the Troops of Hanovir^ which 
bad been effedtedly fecreted from the laft Year's Eilimates 
(tho* paid by this Nation then) now taken avowedly a- 
gain into Britijb Fsiy i for which fecond Variation we are 
not able to ai&gn any national Motive. Our Alarm^ 
therefore, mail increafe, fince that Patriot 2^eal feems 
alarm*d no longer, which adopted, at leaft, the confUta- 
tional Jealoufy, and which had given, at leafl, the Sanc- 
tion of miniflerial and parliamentary Acquiefcence to the 
popular Oifcontent occafioned before by the Troops of 
Hawover^ we, therefore, coniider it as our boanden Du« 
ty to our Country, and to his Majefty's Royal Family, 
to warn Poflerity to watch the Exertion of fo dangerous 
a Prerogative, by which upon the fame Reafoning and 
Pretence, that a fmali Number of Hanoverians may be 
introduced into this Country, any greater Numl^er may 1 
and if that fhall ever be the Cafe, the Rights and Liber- 
ties of this Country may be left at Mercy, or the Pr^- ' 
ttftant Succefllon io his Majefly^s Royal Houfe be, at 
lead, endangered by the Difcontents which fuch a Mea- 
fure might produce in the Hearts of the People. 

.8. B^ufe we are difcouraged I!ill more from engaging 
In the further Burthens and Hazards of this conuiming 
Meafure, by the fad View of the Situation of Affairs at 
home. The Peace of the Kingdom is not yet intireiy 
reilored ; the whole Expence already incurred by the Re- 
bellion is not ytt afcertain*d ; the farther Expence, which 
may be incurred, cannot be yet forefeen ; the prefiing 
Dimsndh of the Navy- Debt weaken us moil where we 

ihould 
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flioald endeavour to be flrongeft ; and fince to tbefe we 
may add the Stagnation of Commerce^ the Decay of our 
Inland Trade, the vaft Increafe of our military Mabiiih- 
ment at home, made up of Hands wanted by the Manu- 
faftarer, and the Farmer; the Decreafe of national 
Wealth, the Difficulty and enhanced Expence of railing 
Supplies ; when adding Debts to Debts, we have parted, 
in EfFe^, with the very Power of Redemption, by mort- 
gaging the Sinking Fund ; the Fludation and Delicacy 
0/ the Publick Credit ; the Combination of all thefe Cir- 
cumflances prefents to our Minds a dark and dangerous 
Situation (fuch a one as we would not have thus pointed 
out, if it remained ar Secret to any one within, or with- 
out this Ifland) a Situation, which, we apprehend, ought 
to fix our Attention, in the firfl Place, at home, and to 
warn us not to predpitate the too nearly impending 
Ruin of our Country. We fhoold rather hope for a pro- 
per Exertion of our own Britijh Naval Strength, and by 
affilbng the Powers more nearly concerned upon her Con- 
tinent, with unfparing, but not with laviih Hands, to with - 
iland the ambitious Defigns of France ; that w? might 
regain to this Nation from foreign Powers that Refpedl 
grounded upon our Prudence, and upon our Strength 
rightly apply*d ; which alone ought to bo made the Foun- 
dation, and can alone be the Support of Peace At lead 
that, we might find fome Leifure from our Cares f»ro- 
thers, to efFed, if poiTible, our own domeilick Welfare, 
indead of promoting (as we apprehend the prefent Mea- 
fures tend to promote) National Calamity, Bankruptcy,, 
and military Government. 

9. Becaufe our Duty to God, and to our Country, 
excites us in fuch a Situation, more particularly to exert 
ourfelves in Difcharge of that Office, for which we ftand 
accountable to both, being edablifhed by the ConHitution 
Guardians of the People, and Counfellors to the Crown, 
conflitutcd to watch,, to check, to avert, to retrieve, to 
fupport, or to withftand wherever our Duty fuggefls j in 
which no Defire df Oppofiticn, no perfonal DiSike, nO 
lidle Motive ofRefentment, or of Ambition 1 no felfifh, 
or no partial Confideration has animated, can. relax, or 
fiiall difgrace our Condu^ 1 aSefted deeply, but not de- 

preiTed 
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It was refolved in the Affirmative. 
DiJftntUnr 

1 . Bccaufe chang^lng the civil Conftitation ot Scotland, 
which the A£t of Umon referved, and taking from the 
great Families in that part of the Kingdom, without their 
Confent, and againft their Will, their ancient Rights and 
Inheritances to be purchafed by the Pablick in this Time 
of their Difh-efs, at a great but uncertain Expence, ap« 

?ear8 to u» to be fo e^ctraordinary an Exertion of the 
bwer of Parliament, as could only be juftified by Ne- 
ceffity of State, or by fome general, manifeft^ and ur- 
gent Utility to the Publick. 

2. Becaufe we apprehend this Bill not to be juftijed 
by any Neceffity of State, fince it is manifeftly and a- 
Towedly inefFeflual, if calculated for adding any further 
Security to his Majefty^s Government, becaufe it is not 
fo much as pretended that this Bill can have any Eflfe^ 
upon the Influence of Clans, wbich arifes from no legal 
Authority, and fince from tHc legal Jurifdidlions fufcje^l 
to the Controul, aiid neceir.riiv' under the DiredHon of 
the King's Courts in Scotland^ Danger to Government is 
no more likely to rife, than from the Influence which 
Rank and Property may acquire in any other Part of his 
Majefly^s Dominions. 

3. Becaufe the Utility to the Subjefls in that Part of 
the Kingdom ivoiu . iiis Bill, is not apparent to us, fince 
it is not imagiijto ;i:/ i real, a great, and extenfive 
Benefit (hould ik : ii red by the People of ^r^/Ariyi/, 
when rendered to . ^fwi. but on the contrary, flioold 
meet with flrong Oppu:u<on, cold Acquiefcenoe or filent 
Difguft; nnd fince no i.ngle Inflance of Grievance has 
been alledged ; but on the contrary, it has been acknow- 
ledged, that no bad Ufe has been made of this Part of 
the ancient civil Conllicution oi Scotland, which it is in- 
tended by this Bill, to aboliih at once, and for ever. 

4. Becaufe we do not conceive the Policy of making 
without Neceflity, at this Time by a permanent Law, 
fo confiderable an Alteration in Government, nor do we 
apprehend the Wii'dom of purchafing an ineffe^lual pro- 
blematical Plan by a certain but unknown Expence. Nei- 
ther do we undevftand how it is confiilent with Jufiice to 
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abolifli the Rights of the Parties concern^ without pre- 
vioufly adjufling their Compenfations^ nor can we recon« 
cile with our Duty to the Publick, the delegating to the 
Court of Seifion in Scotland^ the Power of fixing the 
■ Sums to be raifed upon the People, a- new Method of 
creating a new Load of Expence in no Degree afcertain?. 
cd or ever fuggeded to Parliament. 

5. Becaufe we apprehend by the Maxims of the Con- 
fiittttions of this Country, Influence in the Hands of the 
Crown, is more to be feared by the Abufe of minifterial 
Power, efpecially in the Election of Members of Parlia- 
ment, than when' in the Hands of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, whofe Rank and Property are naturally the Supports 
or a free Government ; and we cannot conceive how the 
Liberty of 5r0/A7«^ will be better preferved by this Bill 
which (in ourOpinions) manifellly tends to conflita te at this 
Juncture a new Influence over all the Counties of North 
Britain^ by throwing a great and dangerous Power, into 
the Hands of Miniflers, efpecially when it is avowed, that 
fuch an Alteration of Government may neceffitate the In- 
troduction of a military Force. A fatal Symptom. When 
it can even be mentioned in a Britijh Parliament, that a 
Meafure avowedly ineffectual for the Safety of Govern- 
ment, and evidently unneceflary for the publick Utility, 
mull probably be carried into Execution by military 
Force, which if allowed and not exerted mufl produce 
an Influence of the moil pernicious Kind ; if exerted 
eilablifhes a military Government of the moil dangerous 
Nature, becaufe marked under the former civil Govern- 
ment, a Practice tending in either Cafe, totally to 
fubvert the Conflitution of this Country, and to which 
therefore we can never confent.
